RAILROAD RIVALS' THREATS. 
These "problems" concern the threats 


that more than one railroad system is 
making—threats to take from the Har- 
rirnan line its supremacy in the south- 
west. 


That the situation is a delicate one. 


fraught 
with grave possibilities, the 


Southern Pacific masters do not hesi- 
tate to admit. 


Kruttschnitt himself is so well versed 


In the ethics of modern railroad man- 
agement to take into confidence the 
large general public, or to explain in 
any degree the results of his recent 
lengthy 
conferences 
with 
President 


Harriman. 


But the situation in which the rail- 


road finds itself is so apparent that no 
confirmation from any official is needed 
to convince people of Its reality and its 
seriousness. 


DECREASE OF EARNINGS. 


The beginning of the fight against 


Harriman's railroad to the southwest- 
ern territory was made two years ago. 
Its effect is found in the following ta-

considered by railroad experts

cient explanation of the decrease. 


Instead of this explanation another 


one is advanced, which includes a de- 
scription of the operations that rival 
roads are performing in what was once 
regarded as the Southern Pacific's ex- 
clusive territory. 


The Mallory lino In Texas, powerful 


and vigorous, is now in the service of 
the newest rival of the Southern Pa- 
cific along the Oulf. The International 
& Great Northern is paralleling the 
Southern Pacific from the historic Sa- 
bino river to the Mississippi. 


Atchison. also, 
is building 
in the 


north-eastern triancrle of Texas. 
In- 


deed, the keenest of the railroad pro- 
phets declare that inside of two years 
every mile of the Southern Pacific in 
Texas will be duplicated by rival lines. 


It Is deemed a significant fact that 


during the months when the Southern 
Pacific showed a decrease of earnings

GOULDS ARE FIGHTING. 


It is the Goulds that are giving the 


Harriman line such a hard run for 
supremacy in the 
Southwest. 
They 


arc behind the International and Great 
Northern. 


The Rock Island and Atchison are 


shortly to co-operate to put in com- 
mission a route from Memphis to this 
city via Choctaw and the new line be- 
tween Amnrlllo and Albuquerque that 
will be shorter 
by several 
hundred 


miles than the Southern Pacific, and 
will have two Gulf feeders, at least, 
and perhaps three, should the 'Frlcc 
line co-operate with them. 


"The future of the Southern Pacific 


is big enough with possibilities," say 
the railroad experts in discussing the 
situation, "but they are all possibili- 
ties that will serve to appreciate the 
value of the securities of the road." 


THE DECREASE EXPLAINED. 


In explaining the decrease of the 


Southern Pacific's earnings in August 
the officials 
Ignore/ the 
competition 


they are subjected to, and claim that, 
in addition to the shotrage of crops, 
the improvements on the line should 
be considered as being responsible for 
the decrease in net earnings. 
These 


improvements, say the Southern 
Pa- 


cific officials, are legitimately charge- 
able to capital, and are to be financed 
when the bond issue of the Southern 
Pacific materializes. 
This will not be 


until late in the winter, 
apparently. 


When the charges to capital'are de- 
ducted from the income account It is 
said that the Southern 
Pacific 
will 


show dividend possibilities.

The engineers, firemen and boiler- 


makers o£ the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany on both .Atlantic 
and 
Pacific 


systems have 
demanded 
that 
their 


wages 
be 
Increased 
approximately 


twenty per cent. 


The demands are made 
in 
unison 


with the demands of twenty-two other 
railroads east of Chicago. 


Before November 1st, according to 


statements made by the heads o£ the 
various railroad unions, the companies 
will be compelled to pass 
upon 
the 


question of increased wages 
of 
its 


conductors, brakemen, carmen, freight 
handlers and, in fact, all of the em- 
ployes who have formed unions. 


These concerted 
demands 
on 
the 


Southern Pacific Company, as well as 
on the other'twenty-two roads, is the 
result of a secret conference of the 
railroad men held at Kansas City two 
years ago. 


By the articles of incorporation, un- 


der which the unions are working, the 
Southern Pacific Company 
is - given 


thirty days in which to answer 
the 


demands of the men. 
The demands of 


the bollermakers, engineers and 
fire- 


men were submitted over two weeks 
ago and the Southern Pacific Company 
will have to' give a definite answer on 
or before November Is't. 
• 


At that time the demands of all the 


others will be in, giving the Southern 
Pacific an opportunity to pass 
upon 


the request for increased wages of all 
its employes at one time. 


The 
committees 
representing 
the 


various engineer and Bremen's unions 
on all the lines of the Southern Pa- 
cific are at' present in San Francisco, 
where they have already held several 
secret conferences'with Vice-President 
Kruttschnitt, General Manager Agler, 
and Superintendent of Motive Power 
A. J. Small. 


The Increased schedule of wages has 


been submitted and 
the 
committees 


will patiently wait for an answer. 


It is generally conceded that the de- 


mands 
of the employes will- not 
be 


passed upon by the local heads of the 
Southern Pacific Company, but will be 
forwarded to New York 
to President 


Harriman and the Board of Directors. 


OMAHA EMPLOYES. 


A dispatch received today from Om- 


aha confirms the statements made by 
the local union representative^ that a 
general and preconcerted demand is to 
be made. The dispatch is as follows:

ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS WILL 


BE SPENT ON STRU&TURE-THERE 


WILL BE 1O7 ROOMS. 


Work will soon begin on a new five- 


story 
hotel on Ninth street, between 


Washington and Clay streets, which, 
when completed, will have cost $100,000. 


The property, which is 50 x 100 feet 


in 
size, recently changed hands, and 


the new proprietors will erect the ho- 


tel. 
The contract has already 
been 


awarded and it is said the building will 
be well under way before the first of 
the year. 


The property formerly belonged 
to 


Henry Kahn and the deal was 
made 


through the real estate office of H. 
B. Belden, who, at present, refuses to 
reveal the name of his customer. 


"The new hotel will be a great thing 


for Oakland and it will greatly in- 
crease 
property 
valuations on Clay 


street," said Mr. Belden today. "The 
contract has already been awarded for 
a large five-story structure which will 
contain 107 rooms, divided into suites 
o£ twp and three with baths. 
It 
will 


contain all the modern improvements 
and conveniences a.nd will be modeled 
after the plans followed in the Bast. 
The location is on the north side of 
Ninth street and adjoins the rear of the 
Hotel Vendome. It will cost approxi- 
mately 
$100,000. 
The owner of the 


property who will erect the hotel is 
an Oakland man, but at present he 
does not wish to be known as the pro- 
moter of the project."

sands of men began work today repairing 
the mines and placing the collieries in 
condition for the general resumption of 
coal 
mining 
which 
will 
take 
place 


throughout -the anthracite region tomor- 
row. 
Those men who are directly en- 


gaged In cutting and handling coal will 
not under the decision of the convention 
return to 
the 
mines 
until tomorrow. 


While t-here were thousands of men who 
are able to again begin earning their 
daily brea-d today, there were hundreds 
who were disappointed when they ap- 
plied to the superintendents of the col- 
lieries. . where , they formerly were em- 
ployed. 
They 
were 
principally steam 


men, 
engineers, firemen and pump run- 


ners, who struck on June 2 for an eight 
hour day and also to help the miners win 
their battle. These men wanted their old 
places back, but in many Instances the 
company officials 
refused 
to discharge 


those who stood 
by 
them during the 


strike. 
There were many in the Wyo- 


ming Valley, however, who were fortu- 
nate enough to find employment. 
The 


company officials maintain they will not 
discriminate against union ttr non-union 
men and that work will be given all 
when there are vacancies. 


During the strike the companies - were 


compelled to employ many incompetent 
men to help keep th« mines free from 


water or from "squeezing" as a result o£ 
the .Jack of proper timbering. 


The strikers feel that the majority of 


these workmen will gradually 
be dis- 


missed and the more competent men en- 
gaged. 
A mine worker who came into 


the 
union 
headquarters 
today 
from 


South Wllkesbarre said: 


"The superintendents are turning down 


a good many men on the ground fhat 
they are not needed. This Is only a bluff 
and they will be glad to get our men In a 
day or two. The workmen are In most 
cases green and won't be tolerated about 
the collieries when 
the 
mlnerst begin 


working ru'lr'tlme. 
The companies will 
not take the risk of having men killed 
or mines wrecked through the mistake 
of some new man." 


AJthoug-h the strike Is over, the path of 
the non-union workman is still a- thorny 
one. 
They are disliked by the unionists, 
and it is liot expected the relations be- 
tween them will be improved when they 
get into the mines tog-ether. 
Reports 
were received. today that scores of the 
non-union men have given up their posi- 
tions and are leaving the region. 
President Mitchell 
today 
began the 
work of preparing the miners' side of the 
case for presentation to the arbitration 
commission. He will be the leading rep- 
resentative of the workmen before the 
tribunal and will gather around him such 
experts in anthracite mining as will be 
necessary to properly present his side to 
the commission. - He said today he did 
not know -when'he would make his first 
appearance before the commission. 


named, "together with the Union Pacific, 
have been unionized for "so many years 
that the shopmen's union is very strong 
on the Western roads, so much so that 
the strike leaders here claim the fight 
will not be so prolonged as the Union Pa- 
cific strike has been." 


SCHEDULE OP WAGES. 


The schedule of wages has been agreed 


upon for several -months. The Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers took the 
initiative in making the demand for in- 
creased wages. The treigtrt engineers asi: 
that a uniform wage of |S per day be paid 
to all engineers who are compelled to 
handle 95-ton engines over a distance or 
100 miles. For handling heavier engines 
the engineers wish 'an increase of 16 per 
cent over the $5 schedule. 


The passenger engineers are now re- 


ceiving a minimum of .J3.50 for every 100 
miles. Under the proposed schedule they 
will receive $4.50 as the minimum for the 
same distance. 


The firemen on both freight and pas- 


'sengrer engines have followed _the lead oi 
the engineers and are bas-ing their de- 
mands upon the same grounds. 
They 


now receive 52 to $3 for every 100 miles. 
Their wages under. the proposed scheu- 
ule will be Increased a. little over 20 per 
cent. 


The demands of all the other employes 


will be made on the basis of approxi- 
mately 20 per cent. 


FACTS AND FIGURES. 


The executive committees in charge of 


the demands of the men have formulat- 
ed tKeir requests very deliberately. They 
'have gathered statistics of the operating 
expense of every m.le of rrack and every 
100 tons of freight which Is handled. It 
has taken over two years to gather these 
figures. The men believe that by show- 
ing the railroad companies their expens*. 


mile by mile, and the profits realized on 
the same, that the head officials will be 
compelled to grant the increase. 


In the event of the company refusing 


to confer with the various committees, 
the matter will be passed to Grand Mas- 
ter Arthur and an executive committee 
empowered to act. This latter organiza- 
tion will have power to declare a strike. 


WHAT OFFICIALS SAY. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 22.—There may 


be Southern Pacific trainmen with griev- 
ances In the city, engineers who want 
more money and boiler makers who asu 
for an advance In wages, but no hint of 
It all lias reached the large yellow build- 
ing on Montgomery street where dwell 
the men who get orders directly from 
Harriman. 


Blissful Ignorance of malcontent em- 


ployes prevails In Mr. Krutschnltfs of- 
fice.

T ROOSEVELT. 


LONDON, Oct. 22.—William O'Brien cre- 


ated a great deal of excitement among 
his fellow Nationalists In the House of 
Commons today by questioning Premier 
.Ba.lfour regarding President Reesevelfs 
attitude to the Convention of the United 
Irish League at Boston. 
Mr. O'Brien 


asked the Premier if he had observed 
that Mr. Roosevelt had sent a letter, and 
whether In view of the future friendly 
relations between the United States and 
Great Britain he could make any an- 
nouncement that this country was not 
disposed to learn wisdom regarding Irish 
affairs from the head of a great and 
friendly nation. 


The Speaker promptly ruled the ques- 


tion out of order, to the evident chagrin 
of the,Nationalists, whose excitement in- 
creased as Mr. O'Brien tried to urge his 
point. He declared the President's let- 
ter was an international fact of the first 
importance to the future of Great Brit- 
ain, and it would not be a friendly thing 
to the head of a great nation that his 
letter should be treated as it the House 
of Commons was disposed to "avenge an 
insult to the Chief Secretary for Ireland 
and his removables." 
The Speaker maintained his ruling, and 
Mr. O'Brien tried to move an adjourn- 
ment of the House to discuss the matter, 
but the Speaker ruled it was not a matter 
of definite importance.

HE IS NOW RECTOR Of ST. 


DREW'S UNIVERSITY IN 


SCOTLAND. 


ST. ANDREWS, Scotland, Oct. 22.—An- 


drew Carnegie was today formally re- 
installed as rector or St. Andrews' Unl. 
verslty in the presence of a large and 
brilliant assemblage. 


The honorary degree of doctor of laws 


was subsequently conferred by St. An- 
drew's on Mr. Carnegie, Ambassadors 
Chcate and White, Professor Alexander 
Graham Bell of Washington and Henry 
White, Secretary ot the United States 
Embassy in London. 


Mr, Carnegie's address consisted of a 


ilengthy sutciy'Wt^lhe ^comparative growth 
of nations in the' paths of industrial as- 
cenrlency, with ^ striking commentary on 
their future. In 'this speech, which was 
replete with notable statistics and im- 
portant economic prophecies, perhaps the 
most remarkable feature was an appeal 
to. Emperor William to use his influent 
toward the eventual creation o£ the ITnit- 
ed Stales of Europe under the form ot a 
political and, industrial union. 
In this 


-way'alone, Mr. Carnegie declared, can 
Europe conquer 'iflta foreign markets or 
repel the American invasion. 
Prance, 


Germany and Russia, who had already 
taken Joint action against Japan, would 
.suffice to insure a satisfactory union Jn 
Europe. • 


"The Czar," lie continued, "bavins tak- 


en the first stei] 'toward the peace of tho 
world in The Haj,rue conference, the other 
mig-hty Emperor might be Impressed with 
the thought that it is due to himself and 
to Germany to play a part upon the wider 


. stage or Europe, as her deliverer from

foreign residents of Samoa as a result 
of the landing of a combined force of 
American 'and 
British 
sailors 
and 


marines :tnd the destruction of prop- 
erty incident to the ensuing fight with 
the rebels. By the terms of the treaty 
under which the three powers agreed 
to submit these claims to arbitration, 
the arbitrator was 
first 
to 
declare 


whether the Americans 
and 
British 


were at all liable for damages and if 
so he wasgto determine the amount of 
that liability. He has, it is understood, 
concluded to decide the first >»uestlon 
in the affirmative, though it is stated 
here that no official notice to that ef- 
fect has yet been conveyed to our gov- 
ernment. 


The next step is to fix the amount of 


the damages and this must be done by 
King Oscar, on the basis of the facts 
now to be presented by the reprsen-

BERKELEY. Oct. 22.—Student As- 


sistant J. S. Hunter, of the Agricul- 
tural College, of the University of Cali- 
fornia, 
returned to Berkeley yester- 


day morning, after an extended visit 
through the southern part nf the State. 
•where he hus boon investigating the 
fumigation of orange .trees. 


Mr. Hunter made a thorough study 


of the methods pursued by the dif- 
ferent orchardists and gathered some 
valuable data. The results of his trip 
•will be published in a bulletin, which 
•will shortly be issued by the Agri- 
cultural College. 


The fumigation of orange trees has 


almost entirely superreded the form- 
er method of spraying for the destruc- 
tion of the cotiory cushion scale that 
does so much damage to the orange 
crop. Hydrocyanic acid is placed ho- 
neath the infested tree over which ;\. 
canvass ten! is placed to prevent the 
fi:mes from escaping. 
These 
fumes 


effectually kill the scales and, if used 
properly, they do not injure the foliage 
of the tree. Too much cyanide or too 
small a tent \vill cause as much dam- 
age to the tree as 10 the bug. It was 
this that Mr. Hunter investigated. 


It was found 
that the 
size of the 


tents varied greatly. 
N'o two orchard- 


ists used the same si/.e tents and some 
used tents twice or three times as 
large us 
those 
of 
their 
neighbors. 


Consequently the resufts of these dif- 
ferent 
instances of fumigation 
were 


also widely different. 
In some cases 


the gas ~\vas not sudiciently strong to 
kill the bugs and in others so strong 
that it damaged the foliage. 
Mr. Hun- 


ter took exact measurements of the 
tents used by the different 
growers 


and the results upon the scales and 
the trees. 
These statistics are now in 


the hands of ".he experts at the Agri- 
cultural College. They will be care- 
fully 
examined, 
calculations will 
be 


made and. it is hoped, some definite 
size may be computed for the fumiga- 
tion tents so that they may do the 
most good with the least expense and 
least damage to the trees.

AUBURN, Octo. 22.—George C. Par- 


dee spoke last night In the Opera House 
here and he was cheered and applauded 
enthusiastically. The rain kept 
many 


persons away, but nevertheless the au- 
dience was large. 
F. P. Tuttle pre- 


sided at the meetipgr, he being Intro- 
duced by Chairman E. J3. Demlng of 
the County Committee. 


Tuttle in his opening remarks 
said 


"that the Republican party since Its for- 
mation had been the friend of labor. 
The only Democratic President In the 
last 
forty years sent out troops to 


shoot down the Chicago strikers, while 
.President Roosevelt refused to 
send 


troops against the Pennsylvania strik- 
ers, and. instead, acted in such a way 
as to help labor. 


"I have known Dr. Pardee for thirty- 


five years," Tuttle went on. "and I can 
testify that the Democratic story that 
ho is an aristocrat has no foundation 
in fact. The Democrats tell us that he 
was horn in the lap of luxury, and they 
have put, a golden spoon in his mouth. 
Dr. Pardee and I were schoolmates, and 
there were just aa many patches on 
Ueorge's trousers as on the other gar- 
ments of the ot'ier boys; his father was 
merely 
earning 
a livelihood for his 


family then. 


"Dr. Pardee's record as a public'of- 


ficial 
should commend him to every 


thinking citizen. While he was Mayor 
of 
Oakland the Southern Pacific at- 


tempted to barricade one of the streets 
of that city. Mayor Pardee did not wait 
to consult the City Council or the City 
Attorney, but he immediately ordered 
the police to remove the obstruction, 
and it was removed. 


"The railroad company, which had 


corraled nearly all the water front of 
Oakland, tried to grab more of the bay 
front and erected obstructions 
there, 


and Mayor Pardee, again without wait- 
ing the slow process of the courts, had 
those obstructions removed. 


"I cannot help comparing Dr. Par- 


dee's action a's Mayor with President 
Roosevelt's 
action in relation to the 


coal strike. 
Both men showed energy, 


decision of character and intelligence, 
and both acted in the interest of the 
people. 
If he is elected Governor 
we 


will have at the head of the State gov- 
ernment^a man who cannot be turned 
from the line of his duty by an cor- 
poration influence or by any other in- 
fluence. 


"The wearer of broadcloth and 
the 


laborer in his working clothes will be 
treated with equal civility by Gover- 
nor Pardee. The report that he is aris- 
tocratic 
lias been circulated here as 


well as elsewhere in the State and if 
an unfavorable impression has 
been 


caused in your minds by It J know that 
this impression will pass away when 
you see and hear him." 


After music by the Ophlr and 
Au- 


burn 'brass'bands and some effective 
ParJee campaign songs Dr. Pardee was 
introduced and for fully a minute ne 
wa.s 
applauded and cheered. "There is 


a more important question in this elec- 
tion than the mere elevation of Frank- 
lin K. Lane or George C. Pardee 
to 


the office of Governor,1' he said. "The 
people are to decide whether they de- 
sire this State to continue to support 
the policy of the Republican party or 
to approve the Democratic free trade 
policy 
set 
forth in the Democratic 


platform. 


"Platforms have been likened to mo- 
lasses to catch files, but the honorable, 
upright 'candidate looks upon his plat- 
form as the avowal of his party princi- 
ples. 
Lane is an honorable man and, 


as he stands on the Democratic plat- 
form, he must be governed by the prin- 
ciples set forth in that platform, al- 
though he declines to discuss it in this 
campaign. 


"The Democratic party pretends to

"Suppose 
Mr. Lane should be elected and a Unit- 
ed States Senator should die or resign," 
he remarked, "whom would Mr. Lane ! 
appoint to fill the vacancy? Probably ! 
a gentleman with a Scotch accent. It:

son, Cleveland and Bryan in this cam- 
paign, ,an<l I suppose the Jeffersonian 
Democrats who attend political meet- 
ings are yearning for some good old 
Democratic talk.

Arper called attention 
to 


one proposition for a crematory which 
had been proposed, and 
which

vides for the payment by the city of 
the cost of cremation, so that rates will 
remain as at present, while the

creased cost of cremation 
should be 


borne out of the tax levy. 
Mr. Cap- 


well suggested that at the next 
ses- 


sion of the Legislature an empowering 
act-should be secured which "will en-I 
able the city to take entire control of 
the garbage question. 


President Gier told of the effort that 


had been made to secure funds for the 
tunnel and made a sharp criticism of 
the action of the property owners so 
far seen who have refused to contrib- 
ute anything to the fund. 
Mr. Gier 


said that any profit which might come 
to the city through the construction of 
the tunnel would add greatly to prop- 
erty values rather than to the receipts, 
of the business man.

electors thereof, to be elected by the 
qualified voters of said city at any gen- 
eral or special election, whose duty It 
shall be, within ninety days after such 
election, to prepare and propose a chart- 
er for such city, which shall be signed in 
duplicate by the members of such board 
or a majority of ...em, and returned,- one 
copy to the mayor thereof, or other chief 
executive officer of such ckty, and

other to the recorder of the county 
Such proposed charter shall then be pub- 
lished in two daily newspapers of gen- 
eral circulation in such city, for at least 
twenty days, and the ttrst publication 
shall be made within twenty days after 
the completion of the charter; provided, 
that in cities containing a population of 
nor. more than ten thousand Inhabitants, 
such proposed charter shall be published
